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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Board of Education, Plainfield, N. H.: 


I hereby present for your consideration my third an- 
nual supervisory report. 


The standard of our schools continues to improve. In 
several schools the character of the work is decidedly su- 
perior. But our salary schedule necessitates the employ- 
ment of several teachers who have had no teaching experi- 
ence and only scanty training. In the 800 rural one-room 
schools of the state 147 such teachers are employed. Of 
this number three are in the schools of Plainfield. 


The time has come when the district should demand 
for every school a teacher of adequate training or one 
whose experience has demonstrated her efficiency. This 
demand of course would necessitate a salary schedule com- 
mensurate with the demands of the teacher market. If 
such a schedule of salaries is beyond the financial ability of 
the district, measures should be initiated to secure legis- 
lative action in providing more state aid for the poorer 
towns. 


Our greatest educational need is a competent, well- 
trained, enthusiastic, and energetic teacher in every school 
room. One who has a compelling influence in instilling in 
the minds of her pupils high ideals, lofty ambitions, and 
strong, sturdy character. Without such qualifications the 
teacher is unable to secure that degree of pupil interest and 
co-operation which results in satisfactory intellectual 
development and subject mastery or in acquisition of those 
high ideals of community service which every school should 
inculcate. 


The Brook school has a membership of six pupils. 
The Hersey school has a membership of five pupils. Neither

school has a prospect of larger membership next year. Surely 
it is not economical to maintain schools of such small mem- 
bership. I therefore urge upon you the consideration of 
the numerous advantages which would flow from consolida- 
tion. I recommend that next year these schools be con- 
solidated that the Meriden school and that both a primary 
and a grammar department be maintained in that building.
